CAIRO, Egypt, March 20 {/P)— Egypt's military govern- 
ment announced tonight that all previous decisions to conduct 
constituent assembly elections and abolish th» ruling revolu- 
tion council in July hiive been canceled. 

The announcement, which assured -continuation of Egypt's 
military" regime despite the opDosition of President Mohamed 
Naguib, came after two days of heated conflict in the cabinet 
and revolution council while 
Cairo surged with anti-Nn- 
guib demonstrations.

It Is '•hargj'd that Schwable gpvo 'he 
communists false confessions on th? ft 
germ warfare by U. 8. forces In Korea. 

A man had to be a. pretty presumptuous 
Individual, said the President, to criticize 
someone wrn had given way to the things to- 
day's prisoners of war had to endure. 

Sitting; in Judgment of other humans' fail- 
ures was a trying thing. You couldn't ask 
young America to follow the example of 
Colonel Schwable enthusiastically. On the 
other hand, Justice had- to be done to the 
Individual. This was one of the problems the 
President said he wished could be removed 
from his shoulders. The President admitted 
he didn't have a really definite answer to 
this problem. 

A lesser man, a hard-bitten old-school gen- 
eral of a demagogue might- have had a ready 
answer to It, But this bigness In Elsenhower's 
character Is all the mora apparent when It la 
contrasted with the pettiness of day-to-day 
statements by the professional politicians 
around him. 

Tho President's critics, In and out of the 
party, have been quick to Jump on him lor 
falling directly to silence Wisconsin Sen. 
Joseph R. McCarthy. This is the old "Let's- 
you-and-hlm-flght" needling. 

But time and time again the President has 
told his press conferences that he will not In- 
dulge la personalities. This Is nothing more 
than the code of any gentleman. Perhaps a 
little more of -this In politics would do no 
harm. 

The President had admitted that he Isn't 
much of a politician. Ho has even gone so far 
aa to say that he Is not very much of a parti- 
san. The times are too serious, he said, to in- 
dulge In extreme partisanship. He cheerfully 
iiadinlts. that , there must be Democratic sup- 
port to enact parts of his togram. 
: This may have caused numerous Republi- 
can politicians to throw down their papers 
and stamp on them. But it la meat for the in- 
dependents, who are among the most Intel- 
ligent and discriminating voters in America. 

As for what this program ol hla is, the 
'President has said repeatedly that he wants 
it to be good for the United States and good 
for all Americans — Republicans and Demo- 
crats alike. 

He wants to emphasise the positive aspects 
of his program. He says the country must go 
forward on spiritual, cultural and intellectual 
as well as economic things. Ncgatlvo things 
do not promoto the happiness of people, he 
declares.

In the Eastern Air Jlnw trngedy, since it occurred 
over the Potomac river, the legnl question was whether 
the nccldent took place In VlrRtnln or in the District 
of Columbia. Virginia's maximum tor damage suit* 
la 115,000. whereas there Is no limit In the district. 

A federal court here held that the ei-nck-up oc- 
curred in tho district. But Eastern Air lines has ap- 
pealed to the supreme court, and the victims' claims 
are still unsatlafled aeveral years after the event.

NEED FOR UPWARD REVISION— A third factor

nite need for an upward revision. 

Moreover, if the present congressional campaign tor 
rewriting tho basla civil eeronnutlca act succeeds, 
breaking iip monopolistic practices and tie-ups and 
establishing lower ratea based on less swanky serv- 
ice — in short, cutting out expensive trimmings In the 
sama way that Henry Ford did with the automobile

teer, if ever a 
racketeer lived 
and s pious gen- 
tleman of almost 
venerable renown 
among men. |- 

Many a time I*' 
wheedled with Mr. ' 
Bradley to let me 
lay him aw»y In 1 
stately prose, but WmUkm* r*tW 
he always turned me off with the 
respond that his principal interest 
In life was racing with a slightly 
biting Intimation that whosoever re- 
garded him as a gambler amity 
or unfriendly sentiments. 

He said Damon Runyon and Ar- 
thur Bomers Roche, the latter on 
o!d Evening World hand who some- 
how became carriage trade In the 
elegant old Palm Beach that was, 
both tried to seduce him from his 
firm resolve. Although he was pro- 
prietor of the greatest gambling 
house that over operated In our be- 
loved country with the possible ex- 
ception of Canfleld's at Saratoga, 
which Is now a municipal museum 
and repository of snake-rattles, 
beard-combings of departed digni- 
taries, blrd'a-eggs and freak fungi, 
Colonel Bradley resolutely refused 
to admit that he was a eambler until 
soon before hla death. Then, being 
caught In the switches In some con- 
gressional investigation, he con- 
founded all present by a. simple dec- 
laration that he was a gambler, 

I asked Miss Andrews what she 
was fixing to use for filling for the 
Colonel's early days in Chicago 
when he ran a sawdust Joint on, I 
thought, Clark street. She snld oh, 
she had a very good account of that 
and added, by the way, that it 
wasn't Clark but Qulncy. That It 
could have been, for I was in short 
pants when I first saw the patrol 
wagons back up to the downtown 
gomlng rooms and the gallant of- 
ficers In their gray chowder-bowl 
casques gravely escort malefactors 
of solemn mien up the little stepj 
for the ride to the detective bureau 
where, as a rule, all trace was lost. 

MtM Andrews also reminded me 
that Colonel Bradley's first plush 
Joint, a ferm which was new and 
appropriate then but of late has 
come to mean any dump with a vel- 
vet rope, was the old Del Prado ho- 
tel out south, where I never was, 
ot course. He had alw run a cloth- 
ing store on Clark, but that seems 
to have been a' minor and momen- 
tary phase ot a fascinating career 
and Insignificant one way or anoth- 
er. 

One looks today with nostalgia, at 
the blank green park where Brad- 
ley's virginal little New England 
manse for many years housed the 
monumental traffic in chips and 
cash money and the strange emo- 
tions Of many of our ultra-rich and 
our more pushful climbera. Can- 
field's still stands In Its grove at 
Saratoga, but Bradley's white cup- 
board rectory was taken stick from 
stick to total obliteration. The flat, 
expression li>96 square, of grass Is a 
mooJisry.-\ 

Mr. Bradley wore a starched linen 
collar of a type called the gstcs- 
ajnr. In all the yearn when I knew 
him ho was abstemious nnd excess 
sively decorous. I have heard, but 
I have no knowledge one way or an- 
other, thai he was open-handed, an 
so many old gamblers were supposed 

The one discussion of gambling 
Out he permitted me was a small 
comment on the odds In favor ot 
the house and against the public. 



Moral considerations aside, no pro- 
fessional ever should monkey with 
the wheel, dice or cards because the 
house always had the bulge on the 
customer. In rouhtte the advan- 
tage was flv* and fivi> -nineteenth i 
per cent. 

Bl'd cage, which he would never 
deal In Palm Beach, wrn* practically 
a stlckup but It had a fascinating 
lur* for women and was a fin* irlnd 
for a leai-restialr-d operator. And 
he said that he always had this 
great advantage over the players,' 
that they, the player*, would either 
take down and nult with a small 
winning Or keep on ano" go broke 
trying to break him. 

I went into his office one^ night 
and saw ball-bats leaning against 
the safe. Barry Shannon, his man- 
ager, laughed pleasantly when I 
asked if the boys who always pa- 
trolled the shadows of the parking 
lot at night were taking up Softball 
In their leisure hours. No. Mr. 
Shannon said, fches* were the cere- 
monial wands, as It were of the «n- 
tertalnment committee. 

And these various guns, automatic 
pistols, oolts and rifles were for the 
reinforcements. Directly my gaze 
at the chaste white lattice which 
overlooked tho large roulette room, 
he pointed out two dark solemn fig- 
ures sltlJng there with weapons 
across their knees, peering out of 
the murk into the dazzling soene 
below. 

That night Mr. Shannon told mi 
of all occasion when Gerald Chap- 
man, a suave but desperate little 
man, strolled Jn escorting a lady 
and was pegged by one ot the men 
on the door before ho crowed ihe 
threshold. There was a reward out 
of 1100,000 r Qr chapman, dead or 
alive, and, I believe, another of the 
same size for Dutch Anderson, his 
partner. 

Shannon's men let Chapman buy 
and play a little stack. The rifles 
followed him at every step and 
meanwhile Shannon phoned Bob 
Baker, the sheriff, across the cause- 
way. Baker told him by all means 
to avoid scandal and, If possible, to 
ease Chapman' onto the causeway 
and across Lake Worth to town. 
Anderson was hiding In West Palm 
Beach, but the sheriff let them both 
escape, all, said Barry Shannon, to 
spare Palm Beach uncouth publicity. 

They killed at least two victims 
later and that may have been a bur- 
den on the conscience of the noble 
sheriff, but no man ever questioned 
his courage so fear was not his res- 
son for letting the two most-wanted 
men slip through. 

Chapman was convicted of n 
der at Hartford, Conn., and was ihe 
first and only guest of honor at a 
unique experiment in hanging at 
Wethcrstleld prison. Instead of 
dropping through a trap the subject 
was yanked off his feet by the fall 
of a huge metal plug from a pile- 
driver. Oene Fowjer wrote that the 
hltchlna-welght snatched Chappie 
aloft and whipped him around like 
a trout. This method was abandon- 
ed after that. 

Dutch, Anderson sneaked around a 
while longer and was not dead In 
an alley In Battle Creek.

A 
fellow park naturalist, the late Joe 
Dixon, told me how he saw a mother 
mule deer with young, In the Yosem* 
ite valley, chase a large coyote, her 
mortal enemy, Being faster, th" 
doe soon overtook the fleeing ma- 
rauder and with sharp hoofs made 
Stabs at It (And these iUha ran 
be killing.) 

Thoroughly demoralised, the coy- 
ote finally slunk Into a thicket of 
brush and hid. But even alter losing 
sight of her mortal foe, the doe 
Jumped In the air many times, com- 
ing down stiff-legged. Finally, not 
seeing him, she departed. And then 
about an hour later she returned by 
a roundabout route to her "aban- 
doned" fawn. 

At another time, in Yellowstone 
park, a deer was seen to beat off, 
not jmt one, hut three coyotes which 
had attacked and injured her year- 
ling.. And ihe stayed with the at- 
tack, fighting valiantly, until the 
coyotes deployed. Then, with two 
attacking her front and a third 
threatening to leap on her flanks, 
this dauntless mother had to re- 
treat and leave her young to the 
coyotes. 

Defenses vary. Sometimes mothers 
resort to cunning to lure their In- 
truders away.

"We ore worried about our baby, 
ow 3. Bhe did not walk until she 
was over 2 years old. Then, she Just 
not up on her feet and walked. We 
thought It might be because she waa 
too heavy. 

"Our worst worry Is her sleepless- 
ness. She rarely sleeps through the 
night. Four to six hours Is usual tor 
her. Once In a long time she sleeps 
she should — the night through. 
The next day she Is easy to live with. 
Most days she Is far from that, and 
is cross. The doctor saya she Is 
physically perfect." 

When a child' dots not sleep well 
she is likely to be fatigued the next 
day and fatigue will be expressed in 
peevishness, tears, perhaps contrari- 
ness. The doctor can find no physical 
for this condition. All difllcul- 
tles that arise In a child's dovclop- 
are not easily found. Borne of 
them are hidden in the intangible 
elements and qualities of the child's 
being.

Pain win cause' tension, but In 
this child's case the doctor says there 
is no physical cause. Then we must 
search for the trouble In the more 
obscure areas of the mind and body, 
remembering that these are Insepar- 
able, one acting on and affecting 1 
the other.

Is she talked to 
and played with? Has she a place 
for her things so that she feels her- 
self to be related to the household?

The amount now drifting over 
this country from the Marshall Is- 
lands Is leas than that observed In 
continental United states after 
some previous testa on the Nevada 
proving grounds and overseas, the 
AEC saiay and even this will de- 
crease rapidly.
